A REVELATION WHEN THEY GOT IN- 
TO WINTER QUARTERS, 


Tells About the Great Giant's Singing 
Voice and How It Hit the 
People. 


“A very curious thing about the great- 

st af all giants,” said the old circus 
man, “was the difference between his 
Bpeaking and his singing voice. 

“His speaking veice was that of a 
man of ordinary stature; his singing 
Voice was in keeping with his own gl- 
gantic size.

“In those days, you know, we used to 
give a concert after the show; send 
around men before the last act selling 
tickets for this concert; and then when 
the show was over people that hadn't 
bought Uckets would pass oud, and 
those that had would stay to the con- 
cert, and sometimes half the people 
would stay, or maybe only a quarter of 
‘em; but whatever we got that way was 
velvet, and what the ok! man was go- 
ing to do was to substitute for the mu- 
fic and singing we used to give in that 
concert singing by the giant. And he 
didn't miscaleulate, for the first time 
the giant sang everybody stayed from 
curiosity, and after that they all stayed, 
everywhere, because they wanted to. 

“We used to stand the giant up on 
a platform built around. the centre pole, 
with the band around him, where they 
was plenty of mom for him and where 
everybody coukl seo him.

had never Leen heard before, but it was 
not unmusical, and altogether it came 
pretty close to being awe inspiring. 
“You see, the giant was by far the 
greatest man ever seen, but his voice 
was far greater still. Great as he was, 
the giant was yet a man like ourselves, 
in human form, but his voice seemed 
something more than human, and it is 
an interesting fact that in all the con- 
certs the great giant gave he was never 
once encored. People were drawn as 
by a fascination to hear him sing, wo 
played to capacity from the beginning, 
there never were before or since such 
cireus concerts, but there was some- 
thing about this colossal, stupendous, 
reverberating voice that, as I said, was 
than human; and while tt didn't 


exactly scare ‘em, any more than it 
did those folks living out there by our 
winter quarters, yet one song was all 
they wanted. 

“And it sure was wonderful. As 1

GOLD STOLEN BY MINERS. 


A Form of Theft Practised Everywhere 
Plundering in Siberia. 


Statisticanas compile tables of the 
worki’s production of gold yearly, but 
al' admit that it is impossible to give 
accurate figures because nol a little of 
the metal is stolen and never figures 
in the returns of production, In a 
country like China, where the indus- 
try of gold mining ts poorly organized 
and oo led, this source of error in 
the returns of output is very important. 

Prof, de Launay in his recent book 
on gold says that the gold industry in 
no country escapes {he evil of thievery. 
Gold stealing goes on everywhere, but 
the extent of the evib varies according 
t the country and the ofliciency of the 
supervision over miners. 

Gold from its nature is easy to stea! 
and t sell. In the Transvaal it is es 
timated that from 5 to 10 per cent. of 
all the goki extracted from the ores 
cf the Witwatersrand are stolen. 

The gold thief is able to steal on a 
larger scale in such a country as Si- 
beria, where the miners are more isolat- 
e! and corruption is more common. 
There tho thieves even venture to tam- 
per sometimes with work superinton 
dents who for a share of the pickings 
will give favorable opportunities for 
stealing. According to Mr. Levat's 
statements in his book on gold mining 
in eastern Siberia, the quantity of gold 
stolen from Siberian mines ts not less 
than 20 per cent. of the entire output. 

In 1896 4,000 adventurers drove the 
mining companies and their employees 
from the gold district of the Zeya 
River and washed out a large amount 
of goll before they finally fled on the 
approach of a regiment of Gossacks. 
Not a particle of the gold they mined 
has been included in the figures of pro- 
duction, 

It was found also tn 1890 that gold 
mining along the border between French 
Guiana and Brazil, where the placers 
were remarkably rich, had been car- 
ried on for several years without any 
supervision whatever, and not an ounce 
of the gold was included in the stalis- 
tics.

MADE BOWS OF HORN 


WEAPONS OF THE NORTH AMERI- 
CAN INDIANS. 


Wood Not the Only Substance Used— 
Bone and Deer Horn Also 
Figured. 


The bows of the North American In- 
dians were made of wood, bone or horn, 
Sometimes the bow was made of a 
single piece of wood, sometimes of sev- 
eral pieces; perhaps it was of wood 
alone, or it might be backed by sinew 
or by the skin of some animal, accord- 
ing to Forest and Stream, The ma- 
ferial for the weapon was gathered 
whenever it was possible, and a man 
might have in his lodge a number of 
sticks each of which he intended ulli- 
mately to fashion Into a bow, or, if he 
did not live long enough for this the 
bow would descend to his heirs. As 
tho most important implement of hun- 
fer or warrior, the bow was highly 
valued. 


Bows of bone were made sometimes 
of sections of the rib of large animal, 
spliced and glued together, and were 
usually backed by sinew. Those of the 
artior of the elk were sometimes in a 
single piece and at other times in sec- 
tions, bevelled at the ends and neatly 
giued and spliced. Bows of horn were 
often made of several pieces similarly 
glued and spliced, but the horns of the 
mountain sheep were sometimes cut in- 
to kong slender rods, which were laid 
fogether, glued, and backed by sinew, 


SHEEP HORN BOWS. 


Another type of sheep horn bow was 
in a single piece, the horn being cut 
in a spiral from base of horn to point, 
this spiral being steamed or boiled and 
then straightened and caused to dry 
straight. Bows such as these were un- 
usual, but they were also very power- 
ful and never wore out. On the other 
hand, it is said that bows made of bone 
cr of anller were more for show than 
for use. They were good to look al, 
and for a time were effective, but after 
a few years became dry and brittle, 

Next to the bow, and, in fact, so 
much a part of it that it cannot be sep- 
arated from it, is the arrow, a com- 
plex implement the development of 
which we may imagine to have been 
very slow and which no doubt was 
well advanced toward ils present form 
before the bow was thought of. We 
may fancy the arrow to be the oul- 
growth of a simple stabbing instrument, 
which developed into a dart to be 
thrown, similar to certain toys still in 
use among the children of our plains 
Indians, 


MAKING THE ARROW. 

Tho arrow consisted of three essential 
parts, the head, the shaft and the fea- 
thers. Sometimes the shaft was com- 
pound, consisting of more than one 
piece of wood, The primitive head 
was very varied. The feathering is 
comparatively a modern invention, so 
much so thal to-day traditions exist as 
to its development and the various 
steps toward the improved feathering 
of modern times are given. 

Even within the last forty or fifty 
years the children among our wilder 
tribes have employed very primitive 
forms of arrows, using in their hunting 
of little birds arrows without heads 
and having merely a sharpened, fire- 
hardened point; arrows wilhout fea- 
thers, and agoin, arrows feathered after 
an earlier method, of which, as prac-

“A conical head,” says a wriler in 
the National Geographic Magazine, “re 
treats from the forehead in such a 
manner that one is amazed to know 
the owner of this remarkable profile 
preserves his or her proper senses, such 
as they are. I could not hear, however, 
that the custom was supposed to at 
fect the Intellect in any way. 

“The conical shape is produomd by 
winding strong sinnet cord spirally 
about the heads of young babies and 
lightening the coils from time t time. 
A piece of plaited mat is first put on 
the head and the cord is cotled over 
this, so as to give it a good purchase, 
The crown of the head is left to devel 
op in the upward and backward fash 
ion that is so much admired. 

One fears the poor babies suffer very 
much from the process. The child f 
sow was fretful and crying and looked 
as if it were constantly in pain; but 
the mother, forgetting for the moment 
ber fear of the strange white woman, 
showed it to me quite proudly, pointing 
out the cords with a smile.

Synopsis of Canadian North-west 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 


Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 


ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded. by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or aty 
male over 18 yearsof age, to tle 
extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated, Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on certain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of an intending 
homesteader, 


The homesteader is required to 
pertorm the homestead duties under 
one of the following plans; 

(1) At least six months’ resid- 


ence upon and cyltiyation of the 
land jn each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud owned solely by him, not 
lgss than eighty (80) acres in ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home- 
stead Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement, 

(3) It the father (or mother. if 
the father is deceased) of a home- 
steader has permanent residence 
on farming land owned soley by 
him not less than eighty (80) acres 
n-extent in the vicinity of the 
homestead, or upon a homestead 
entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perform his 
own residence duties by living with 
the father (or mother), 

(4) The term ‘“‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defin- 
ed as meaning not more than nine 
niles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
ed in the measurement. 


(5) A homesteader intending to) 
perform his residence duties in ac- | 
cordance with the above while liv- | 


ing with parents or on farming land 
owned by himself must notify te 
Ageut for the district of sucli in- 
tention, 

Six months’ notice in writing 
must be given to the Commissioner 
of Dominion Lands at Ottawa, of 
ntention to apply for patents.

The 
roof is first built, with a large beam 
for the ridge-pole, so fashioned as 
to enable the house to sway and 
give in time of earthquakes.

These uprights rest on 
our-by-fours, so that the heavy 
part of the house is at the top; and 
during an earthquake or wind- 
storm the house is able to give, 
which would be impossible if it. was 
on a solid foundation. At the back 
of every large’ store, and also in 
homes of rich men, a fire-proof 
warehouse, called a  go-down, is 
built, in which are kept merchan- 
dise or family treasures. Foreign 
rooms are being added to the homes 
of the rich, rather in the form. of 
reception than every-day living 
rooms. , 

Some of the nobles have built 
beautiful palaces; but it is to he 
noted that usually they live in their 
attached Japanese stite. All ‘the

The native houses, I should have 
remarked, have no cellars, and are 
built a little above ground, of an 
euerngs of about two feet.
